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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the references 

of record fail to teach of fairly suggest the invention as now claimed. Additionally 

examiner realized that due to the requirement for the probe-label system to be either 

chemically or photochemically ionized, the claim is limited to mass spectroscopic 

detection. These are common ways of creating the ions detected in mass spectrometry. 

Other types of spectroscopy would not need an ionization step and the disclosure does 

enable the scope of claim 9. As noted in the interview summary. Claim 9 does not limit 

the detection technique for any of the other claims. Furthermore, the required difference 

in comparative signal intensity is only limited in claim 9. Thus other detection 

techniques are not limited by this requirement.
